The committee fur- 
ther states "only those students who have developed 
serious general interests and a scholarly method of 
work, who have shown originality in the practical 
application of their knowledge, and who have given 
evidence of becoming useful citizens” will be elected. 

These are indeed rigid requirements for member- 
ship. And rightly so. Here is one organization in 
which membership is hard earned, well earned, and 
well deserved. We'll venture to sty few tenders 
of membership will ever be declined in this Society's 
history. 

The Hatchet commends the Faculty Committee 
on its initistive in this direction and heartily en- 
dorses the Columbian Honor Society as projected.
